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Sheriff offers tips 
for dealing with 
telemarketers 


Hundreds of annoying telephone solicitations continue 


“to plague the citizens of Charlevoix County, according to 


Charlevoix County Sheriff George T. Lasater, who said 
his office received numerous complaints from citizens and 
local businesses regarding telemarketers. 

Due to the increase in solicitation calls, Lasater is Te- 
minding the citizens of Charlevoix County that his pro- 
fessional organization, the Michigan Sheriff’s Associa- 
tion (MSA), does not conduct telephone solicitation, nor 
does the Michigan Chiefs of Police, or Michigan State 
Police. Two governmental agencies provide protection 
fromm abusive and deceptive telemarketing sales practices: 
the Federal Communications Commission with the Con- “ 
sumer Protection Act, and the Federal Trade Commission 


_ with the Telemarketing Sales Rule. These rules protect 


consumers and make it illegal for telemarketers to: 

* call you if you have clearly stated that you want to be 
added to their “Do Not Call List” 

* call before 8 a.m. and after 9 p.m. 

* tie up your home telephone line with auto-dialed and 
pre-recorded messages 

* neglect to tell you their company name and what they 
are selling at the beginning of the call; prize promotions 
must be disclaimed, saying no purchase or payment is 
necessary to enter or win 

* misrepresent any information 

* ask for payment before telling you the total cost of 
goods, whether a sale is final or non-refundable, the odds 
of winning a prize, and any restrictions/conditions on 
getting the prize 

* withdraw money from your checking account with- 
out expressed, verifiable consent 

* request a fee before providing the service for credit 
repair or loan promotion, lie to get payment for any goods 
or services, and transmit unsolicited ads to fax machines 

To stop sales calls the Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission suggests the following steps: 

1. Demand that the telemarketer place your name on 
the “Do Not Call” list. The law requires them to honor 
your request. 

2. Ask for the company’s name and address. 

3. Write down the date and time that you received the 
phone call and the action that you took. The Attorney 
General provides consumers a Telemarketer Tracking 
Form to record and keep track of these calls. 

4. If the telemarketer persists in trying to sell you a 
product or service, hang up the phone. 

For more information Lasater recommends contacting 
the Consumer Protection Division at 1-877-765-8388. For 
complaints, contact the Federal Communications Com- 
mission at 1-888-225-5322.

to $3,000, After the drawings are completed, the com- 
mittee will have an idea of the total cost of the project. 

The timeline, Hammond said, is two years, based on 
the amount of time the city commission gave the com- 
mittee to complete the project. While the sooner the bet- 
ter, Hammond said that the two-year plan is “reasonable.” 

The project is expected to be funded strictly by grants 
and private donations, without the use of city monies. 
Future upkeep has already been considered, with the com- 
mittee planning to build enough money into the fund-rais- 
ing effort to establish an endowment fund for maintenance 
costs. Because it will sit on City property, the intent is 
that the bandshell, once constructed, will also belong to 
the City. 

Though the project is still in its infancy, with plenty of 
work ahead, Hammond is encouraged by the reaction he’s 
had from community members thus far. He’s had “all 
kinds of positive [comments],” he said. “There’s been no 
negative,” other than some concerns about the amount of 
space available in the park. The plans, though, will cail 
for placing the bandshell in the northeast corner of the 
property, including two current parking spaces so as not 
to interfere with open, grassy space any more than neces- 
sary. 

Anyone interested in donating to the effart can do so 
through a special fund set up through the City of East ° 
Jordan. Donations are tax-deductible, and can be: dropped 
off at City Hall. Monies will be earmarked for the 
bandshell effort, and will be overseen by city treasurer 
Susan Moreau.

Floating tribute 
= Jordan Valley Glassworks adds 


something special to Memorial 
Day services with Nijima floats 


Bartlett. Prevo. Sweet. 

‘These longtime East Jordan names 
Tepresent just a few of the local sol- 
diers who died fighting for America’s 
freedom. As a memorial, Jay Bavers, 
Glenna Haney and the staff at Jordan 
Valley Glassworks engraved their 
names and the names of fallen sol- 
diers from the area onto colorful glass 
globes. 

The globes, known as Nijima, are 
six-and-a-half inches in diameter and 
are replicas of Japanese floats that 
were once used to hold up fishing 
nets. The sparkling swirls of color - 
at least one for every fallen soldier - 
were launched into Lake Charlevoix 
throughout Memorial Day weekend. 

“To us, Memorial Day is very per- 
sonal because we put every name on 
the globes,” says Jordan Valley Glass- 
works co-owner Jay Bavers. “We 
know the names of every veteran who 
died while serving that came from this 
area.” 

The annual tribute began as per- 
sonal quests for the partners three 
years ago when they opened the glass 
blowing, stained glass business on 


] 


State Street. The list of names were 


collected from history buffs and area - 


monuments. It includes soldiers’ 
names from every war. Their home- 
towns include East Jordan, 
Charlevoix, Ellsworth, and Boyne 
City. 

This year, the event had additional 
significance. 

“After the 9-11 attack, I think we 
all have more awareness Of what our 
soldiers have done for us and what 
we have,” Bavers says. 

Before launching, each of the 165 
globes is inscribed with “In Memory 
Of,” the soldier’s name and the name 
of the war they died fighting. 

“People will remember the soldiers’ 
names as long as they have the 
globes,” Bavers’ partner Glenna 
Haney says. She grew up in Hawaii 
while her father was serving in the 
U.S. Navy. 

“These people died so I don’t have 
to,” said Bavers, a former member of 
the U.S. Army. : 

The partners’ personal quest has 
become a community celebration that 
now follows the East Jordan Memo- 


rial Day Parade. The globes were re- 
leased from the city docks, with 
mayor Ron Klooster beginning the 
tribute by lowering the first Nijima 
into the water. As onlookers watched, 
the glistening globes floated into the 
distance and disappeared. 

“Please remember the sacrifice they 
made,” Haney said. 

Jordan Valley Glassworks prepared 
165 globes for the memorial service. 
Each globe is crafted by Bavers, 
Haney, or Jay’s son Bill. Inscriptions 


were made by Shellie Bavers, Jay’s 
wife, and Beth Bavers, Jay’s daugh- 
ter. Each globe takes between 10 and 
15 minutes to make, not including the 
inscription. 

When all the glass and coloring is 
melted, twisted and looped into place, 
Jordan Valley Glassworks will have 
invested about $7,400 in the memo- 
tial. : 

“It’s our gift to the veterans and to 


the community.” Bavers said. “We're, 


happy to do it.”

The Boyne City Ramblers hosted 
the Lake Michigan Conference 
Championship on May 22 at 
Brotherston Field, and once again, the 
girl’s track team emerged from their 
cocoon with an awesome display that 
included five new school records to 

' win the meet. The boy’s track team 
finished a surprising third place be- 
hind powerhouse teams from 
Charlevoix and Harbor Springs. 

This was only the second meet all 
season that the track teams competed 
in temperatures above 45 degrees. 
The Rambler girls spread their wings 
and flew, as they set new school 
records in the high jump, long jump, 
300M hurdles, and the 1600M and 
3200M runs. Freshman Kim Foster 
jumped 5' 2" to break the school 
record of 5' 0". She then went to the 
long jump and jumped 15' 2.5" for a 
personal record and second place. 
First place in the long jump went to 
teammate Kriste Gaither at 16' 3.5" 
to break her own school record of 16' 
1" set last year. Gaither is headed to 
the state meet in the long jump. Kelsi 
Brewer had to chase down teammate 
Jenna Pearsall to win the 300M 
Hurdles in a new school record of 
48.55 seconds, as the Ramblers went 
1-2 in the event. Jenna Pearsall 
dropped her personal best by two sec- 
onds in the race. Sophomore Emma 
Dunne broke two school records on 
the day. She broke both the 1600M 
and 3200M run records formerly held 
by teammate Jane Stieber. Dunne 
took 2 seconds off the previous record 
in the 1600M and more than 14 sec- 
onds off the 3200M record, which 
were set by Stieber in her freshman 
year. ‘“Emma was really motivated to 
run well. She ran with great determi- 
nation,” said coach Andy Place. 

“Our goal was to pick up points in 
as many events as possible,” said 
Place, “‘We expected a close -meet.” 
Place expected tough competition 
from Kalkaska and Charlevoix. 
Boyne City won the meet with 143 


points followed by Kalkaska with 84, 
Charlevoix 68, Elk Rapids 64, 
Traverse City St. Francis 58, Harbor 
Springs 58, and East Jordan 48. “This 
was a real team victory,” he said. We 
were not running for records. We were 
running for places. We were trying to 
beat the nearest competitor in each 
race. AJl of these little wins led us to 
a team win. Everyone did her part. It 
was an awesome display of talent.” 
The Ramblers won seven of the 17 
events and placed second in six 
events. Juniors Sarah Hall and Jenna 
Pearsall finished their seasons unde- 


feated against conference opponents, 


in 100M dash and 100M hurdles, re- 
spectively. Brewer, Foster, and 
Gaither won their events while 
smashing school records. Dunne fin- 
ished third in the 1600M and second 
in the 3200M. Jane Stieber was sec- 
ond in the 800M as she edged 
Charlevoix’s Liz Ulrich at the finish 
line for the second week in a row. 
Stieber led the winning 3200M and 
1600M relays and the second place 
800M relay. Mindy McCutcheon, 
Hannah Decker, and Brie VanDam 
joined her in the 3200M relay. 
McCutcheon, Decker, and Brewer 
joined her in the 1600M relay. Hall, 
Brean Smith, and Brewer joined her 
in the 800M relay. Brewer was also 
part of the second place 400M relay 
with Crystal Laurie, Gaither, and Hall. 
“Jane and Kelsi Jed our scoring in 
both their open events and their re- 
lays.

Tim Smith 
returning to 
BCHS basketball 


As the third Boyne City varsity boys basketball head coach in three 
years, Boyne Falls native Tim Smith knows what his biggest chal- 
lenge will be — bringing a sense of stability to the program. 

With a record like the one Smith brings to Boyne City, though, that 
goal is well within reach. One of the most successful coaches in the 
history of Gaylord St. Mary’s basketball, Smith.is leaving behind an 
overall record of 110-30 in six seasons, four seasons with more than 
20 wins, four turns as district champs, traveling twice to the 
quarterfinals, and a 2002 berth in the Final Four. Smith, the second 
winningest coach in Gaylord St. Mary’s history, has decided it’s time 
to come home. 

No stranger to the Boyne City schools basketball program, prior to 
his six-year stint at St. Mary’s Smith served two years coaching at 
Boyne City Middle School, a year as freshman coach at BCHS, and a 
year as junior varsity coach. ; 

The move to Gaylord was the right one at the time, but, with two 
kids in their teens and in Boyne area schools, as well as a baby at 
home, Smith found the opportunity to work a little closer to home 
appealing. ‘(The prospect of coaching in Boyne City] opened a lot 
more avenues to do more in [my kids’] lives,” Smith said. “Going to 
Gaylord every day limited some of the things I needed to do.” Still, 
the decision to walk away from such a strong program wasn’t an easy 
one. ‘“As'] look back, it will be one of the tougher decisions I’ve had 
to make in my life,” Smith said. “I’m leaving a really nice team. The 
program is in real good shape. Ican truly say I’ ve loved every kid I’ve 
ever coached over there. I’ve developed so many good relationships 
and friendships — they’!] probably go on for a long time. It’s tough to 
walk away from those situations.” 

Looking forward, Smith knows, program-building will be task num- 
ber one. “I’m hoping with the success I’ve had in the past that I can 
bring some credibility {to Boyne City’s program],” he said. The ulti- 
mate goal, he said, is to “bring the program to where it needs to be and 
where it deserves to be.

‘Sneaky’ Glaucoma is 
serious, but treatable

Dear Dr. Huffard, 

What is Glaucoma, and is it treat- 
able? 

Spence B., Boyne City 


Glaucoma is a very sneaky disease 
that causes an increase in the produc- 
tions of fluid into the eye or a reduc- 
tion in the drainage out of the eye. 
This results in a rise in the pressure. 

The inter ocular pressure (1.0.P.) is 
measured with an air puff machine 
(that so many patients love) or with 
an instrument that uses a blue light 
and a special contact lens like probe. 
The normal pressure range is 10 to 
25. 

When glaucoma is present the pres- 
sure in over 25. 

Exactly what causes glaucoma is 
unknown but it is very treatable. 


Treatment is usually drops two to four 
times per day. These drops lower the 
pressure and damage to the eye stops. 

Without treatment, the elevated 
pressure causes damage to the deli- 
cate nerves of the retina and vision is 
lost. 

Typical loss is peripheral vision and 
the view keeps getting smaller; tun- 
nel vision is the result of untreated 
glaucoma. 

The central view is lost and blind- 
ness that results is not reversible. 

It is important to know how you can 
not feel the pressure being elevated. 
Therefore, it should be checked at 
least every other year at your exami- 
nation, and more often if there is a 
history of glaucoma in your family.
